In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention.

Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter.

1 Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the Invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim{s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
Bentenr.6 form onlv. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 
2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made.to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manrier in which the invention was made. 

'3 Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable^over Clark. US 
.#6,769,7261 in viewpf Bonndr si a1. US #4,707.939 

Clark teaches neon tubing 68, 70, 72 and 74 attached to a vehicle by fasteners 76, 78 
and 80. Conductor means 82 attaches the tubing to switch 88 and battery 90. Bonner 
et al. teach attaching a display to a vehicle by various fastening means, one of which 
may be magnets (see Bonner et al. column 2 lines 48-53). It would have been obvious 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to utilize the magnetic mounting strips of 
Bonner et al. to fasten the tubes of Clark to the( vehicierso that the tubes could be 
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placed where needed and removed without damaging the vehicle, as is taught by 
Bonner et al. 

4. Claim 1 is also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chen, US #5,301 ,091 in view of Bonner et ai. 

Chen teaches a vehicle display including neon illumination 3 (see Figure 1} having 
terminals 27 and 28 connected to the vehicle battery. The device of Chen is fastened to 
a vehicle (see column 1 line 31) but it is not specified how this is done. Bonner et al. 
(as described above) teach means for fastening displays to vehicles. It would have 
been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art to utilize the magnetic mounting 
means of Bonner et al. to mount the display of Chen so that the display may be easily 
removed without damage to the vehicle.
